After lo o king o v er McNu tt’s bill to p o stp o n e 
city electio ns fo r o ne y ear, becau se it will sav e 
the tax pay ers the ex p en se o f an electio n , we fail 
to find any basis fo r the p ro mised eco n o my . 
If the city electio n is to be p o stp o n ed u n til 
nex t y ear, in o rd er to co mbin e it with the co u n ­ 
ty and semi-gen eral electio n that is d u e, the 
v o ters will fin d a big mess an d man y u n u su al 
squabbles. 
In the first p lace, it mu st be remembered that 
the bo u n d ary lin es in a city electio n are en tirely 
d ifferen t fro m tho se in a gen eral electio n . In 
Ru shv ille, a city electio n is carried o n in six p re­ 
cin cts. In a gen eral electio n , there are ten p re­ 
cin cts in o rd er to take care o f the v o ters who re­ 
sid e within the to wn ship , an d who co me in to 
Ru shv ille city to v o te. 
If the city electio n is held jo in tly with the 
general electio n , n o thin g can be sav ed fro m a 
fin an cial v iewp o in t. It wo u ld still be n ecessary to 
hav e sep arate ballo ts, sep arate p o ll bo o ks an d 
sep arate clerks. In man y p laces a p erso n wo u ld 
be req u ired to v o te in two d ifferen t p laces be­ 
cau se o f the bo u n d ary lin e chan ges. 
Then again p erhap s the city wo u ld be req u ired 
to chan ge its p recin ct bo u n d ary lin es lo co n fo rm 
with the co u n ty lin es, an d if this is d o n e, it 
wo u ld be a co stly item becau se o f the legal ad ­ 
v ertisin g an d the p ro p er n o tice to v o ters which 
mo st n ecessarily mu st fo llo w su ch p ro ced u res. 
If the two electio n s sho u ld be co mbin ed , the 
big ho wl wo u ld go u p fro m the co u n ty o fficials.
